Interesting History. 


One of G e tty sb u rg ’s oldest la n d ­ 
m arks fell to the ground this m orning 
when the log cabin on Steinw ehr av e ­ 
nue, ju st off of Baltim ore street, w as 
razed under th e direction of its owner, 
H enry Lewis. The building was one of 
the m ost ancient in the town. 
Mr. ta w is had hoped to save it 
from destruction until this sum m er’s 
celebration occurred and he had re ­ 
ceived num erous requests to allow* the 
building to stand until fall. Recently, 
however, it had given signs of falling 
ap a rt and it was judged hest for the 
sake of safety to raze it and the work 
was accordingly done. 
Efforts to trace back the history of 
the home show th a t it w*as much over 
a century old. Some even claim it to 
have been standing 
for alm ost 
180 
years 
and 
it 
certainly 
looked 
as 
though the story could well be true. 
Mr. Lew’is has owned 
it 
for some 
time and prior to his g etting poss­ 
ession his m other owned the house, 
residing in it for over half a century. 
The C raig family had 
lived 
there 
prior to her ownership. 
They also 
were colored people and were known 
far and wide for their fine physique. 
It w as a fam ily of tall and finely 
proportioned men. 
N um erous stories have been invent­ 
ed about the house but there are very 
few to which any credence is attached. 
Mr. Lewis, the present owner of the 
property, says th a t the only p a rti­ 
cular incident of interest was the re ­ 
turn some years ago of a veteran who 
said he had taken refuge in the house 
a t the tim e of the battle and th a t it 
had saved his life. The veteran re tu rn ­ 
ed years a fte r .when Henry ta w is was 
a w aiter at the old Battlefield Hotel, 
and asked about the house. He visited 
it during his stay here and told of 
having found such fine radishes and 
onions in the garden which he enjoy­ 
ed thoroughly a fte r his im prisonm ent 
to escape capture by the C onfederates. 
Ju st befote the ta ttle opened 
Mr. 
Lewis’ m other had 
fled, leaving a 
large q uantity of provisions in the 
house but th e soldier either did not 
find them or, if he did, failed to use 
them to allay his hunger. 
The house was the typical log cabin 
of which th e re are now so few in ex ­ 
istence in this section. It was alw ays 
viewed with interest and curiosity by 
tourists and will be missed as a local 
landmark, 
Mr. Lewis may build another house 
on the lot later on but for the present 
nothing will be done in th a t line.
